More about Inland Navi- 
gation. 





However necessary in itself and im- 
portant in its results, it would be a 
grave mistake to suppose that the 
minety-mile-stretch adverted to yes- 
terday covers the whole question of 
inland navigation improvement in 
British Columbia. It constitutes but 
one linkin the navigation improve- 

“ ment.of the Fraser river; and there are 
other waters than the Fraser which 
must ere long come in for their due 

share of attention and expenditure. 

“It is, however, to other links in the 
Fraser chain that attention is now in- 

“vited: “Let us ascend the mighty 

_ fiver: The reader does not require to 
be told that, with some trifling im- 

provements, the navigation between 
the mouth of the Fraser and the town 
‘of Yale (a distance of something over 

“gne hundred miles) would be com- 

“plete. Nature hath made it quite 
passable. That worst and grandest 
part ofallthe Fraser, extending from 
Yale to Boston Bar (a distance of 
twenty-five miles),is generally regard- 
ed as impossible of navigation; and 

it must be confessed that a glance at 
the sometimes. terrific canyons by 
which the swollen waters foam and 

“hiss through the ‘Cascade Range as if 

‘angry of restraint onf their eager way 

“to.the Pacific, would be apt to confirm 
such an impression. But in reality. it 
would be a mistake to suppose that 
even this part of the Fraser presents 
insurmountable physical obstacles to 

teamboat navigation.. It presents no 
pees obstacles than those which 
have long since been overcomein Old 
Canada. As it is, steamers could, du- 
ring the greatest part of the year, de- 
fend ‘with lessapparent risk than they 
daily run the Cedars and Lachine ra- 
pids on the St. Lawrence. In order 
to ascend, nota rood of canal would 
be necessary...Afew locks, for the 
construction of which the greatest fa- 
cilities are presented, would overcome 
all and carry steamers up through the 
Cascade chain. From Boston Bar to 
Lillooet is a navigable stretch of over 
seventy miles, susceptible, however, 
of:yimprovement at several points. 
Thence to Big Bar, a distance of forty 
miles, considerable work would have 
to be done; but there is certainly noth- 
ing before which the engineering skill 
and enterprise of the day need hesi- 
tate. It has already been seen that 
over the next stretch of ninety-odd 
iles an expenditure of one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, possibly 
much less, would carry the trade of 
the country; and this is the link which 
has been selected as the first because 
in the heart of the country and be- 
eause it promises maxiumun results for 

& minmium expenditure. Once at Soda 

Creek there is a stretch of seventy- 

five miles of good navigation to Ques- 
nelmouth, over which steamers have 
plied these many years. Does. 
the. reader imagine this to be the 
point of debarkation—the final 
termination of a steamboat voyage up 
the Fraser? Ifso,he is greatly mis- 
taken. With a little improvement atthe 
canyon, behold one hundred and fifty 
miles more steamboat navigation, and 
you aré already among the foothills of 

the Rocky Mountains! It will be-seen 
that we have passed over six hundred 
miles, in round figures, requiring’ only 
an expenditure of a million or two 
in order to enable a steamer to start 
from NewWestminster and blow off 
her steam at the foot of the Rocky 

Mountains. Who willsay that such 

magnificent results would not be dirt 
chesp at the price? What are the re- 
sults? ‘We can hardly trust ourselves 
to enter upon such a field. Considera- 
tions of time and space come to our 
relief. 'The noble, the mighty Fraser, 
from the Rocky Mountains to the sea, 
bearing uninterruptedly upon its bos- 
om the commerce of the country! 

Surely, when many millions are being 

expended in making and enlarging 
canals through which the produce of 
the eastern slope may be borne to the 

Atlantic, it is not unreasonable to ask: 

thatthe great river which drains the 
western slope shall be made navigable 
for six hundred miles when that can 
be accomplished at a cost so truly in- 
finitesimal when compared with results, 
By the’way, Canada owes Columbia a 
little account in respect of the non- 
fulfilment of her railway obligation, 
and shecannot do better, perhaps, 
than just square it off by the immediate 
commencement and vigorous carying 
out of this most necessary and repro- 
ductive work. Mr. Mackenzie had

Interesting Letter from 
London. 





{Correspondence of the London (Can) Advertixer.] 
London, August: 21st, 1874. 


Of late years Edinburgh has received 
little royal patronage. 
capital has, however, been this week 
exceptionally favored. On Sunday two 
Danish war-ships on their way home 
from Iceland entered the Frith of Forth 
and anchored in Leith roads. The 
King of Denmark and Prince Walde- 
mar were on board the Jylland, where 
they were joined shortly after the ar- 
rival of the squadron by the Princess 
of Wales. .The royal party landed at 
Granton, but returned in the evening 
to their quarters. The King left on 
Wednesday for Copenhagen, accom- 
panied by his daughter the Princess of 
Wales. 

The round of disapprobation with 
which Dr. Wordsworth’s treatment of 
Mr. Keel was received by his clerical 
and lay brethren has at length called 
forth a reply from the Bishop. This 
reply takes the form of a pamphlet, 
and appears as a postscript to the 9th 
edition of his Pastoral tothe Wesley- 
ans.—If Dr. Wordsworth has pained 
a fellow minister, aroused the anger of 
the Wesleyan Conference and societies, 
and gained areputation for Episcopal 
indiscretion, he will at any rate have 
the solid satisfaction of seeing his 
tractate increase in circulation. The 
Bishop expresses ‘‘great surprise” that 
a private letter should have been 
brought before the Conference. When, 
however,a Wesleyan minister address- 
es a letter on a public, and not a pri- 
vate, question to the bishop of the 
diocese in which he happens to be 
travelling, and receives a reply which 
seriously calls in question his ‘minis- 
terial status, he is, one would think, 
perfectly justified in bringing the mat- 
ter before his brethren in conference 
assembled,even though the correspon- 
dence was of a private nature. Thus 
far, Mr. Keel did his duty, and he is 
not responsible for the correspondence 
gaining publicity though the ‘‘usual 
channels.” This question will certain- 
ly be brought up by Mr. Osborne for 
his Burials Bill next session. This 
unfortunate affair will certainly widen 
the breach between Non-conformists 
generally and Churchmen, and will 
hastcn the time when the Established 
Church of England is placed by the 
State on the same footing with other 
sections of the Church of Christ. 

According to the subjoined para- 
graph, the Public Regulation Act 
(Worship), which comes in force next 
July, is already being taken advan- 
tage of by the opponents of Ritualism: 
In orderto puta stop to ritualistic 
practices in certain churches in the 
metropolis, an association has been 
formed with a view to take action un- 
der the provisions of this Act, As a 
preliminary step to any direct pro- 
ceedings, meetings and conferences 
will be held in various parts of the 
metropolis in connection with the 
National Protestant Institute; and, 
in order to meet the necessary expen- 
ses, a ‘‘Protestant Meetings Fund” 
has been established. At Richmond, 
of ‘graveyard wall” notoriety, an as- 
sociation of ratepayers has been form- 
ed to carry the provisions of this bill 
into operation, and put astop to cer- 
tain alleged objectionable practices in 
the parish church. 

During the prorogation of  Parlia- 
ment members are making their usual 
speeches to their constituents, and 
answering for their conduct during 
the past session. During the past 
week the daily papers have contained 
reports of addressesby some of the 
leading Liberals, who seem to be all 
alive to the situation of their party. 
Mr. Fawcett at Brighton said that Mr. 
Gladstone was the only possible ‘lea- 
der of their party,and that his  coll- 
apse would be a great calamity for the 
Liberals as well as for the country. 

The annual autumn gatherings have 
commenced now the London season 
is over, The Archzological Associa- 
tion has held its meetings at Bristol 
this year, and the members have been 
enjoying themselves by excursions to 
the principal points of interest sur- 
rounding that city. The British Me- 
dical Association held its. meeting at 
Norwich, Dr. Copeman being the 
president for the year. The Duke of 
Connaught, as he was -passing the 
city with his regiment, honored one 
of the sittings with his presence. But 
the proceedings of the British~Asso- 
ciation which meets at Belfast is of 
far wider interest. The President for 
the year is Professor Tyndall, who,
